Last month the Environment Secretary 
issued a public warming about the 
concrete frames of two proprietary 
mass-produced post-war houses.

Among the 28 Greens taking their

He would like to have told us about 
them and could see no good reason 
for being prevented from 5o doing 
by official security as the Soviet 
Union must know all about it (and 
presumably be doing the same 
thing}. 


Dr Teller made it clear that he is 
no warmonger. Over half his family 
were killed in lhe war. His opposite 
number, Sakharov, is also strongly 
opposed to ion and suflers 
heroically for his convictions. Tellier 
was chief scientific adviser to the 
Baruch commission, which would 
have caused all American atomic 
weapons to be destroyed and all 
nuclear weapons everywhere to be 
outlawed, subject to international 
inspection (particularly aerial in- 
spection}. 

Vyshinsky vetoed this for the 
Soviet Union. His deputy was the 
man who is now Foreign Secretary 
and Deputy Prime Minister of the 
Soviet Union.

Sir, Preşident Reagan's proposals for 
“switching from retaliation to 
defence”. as Jou phrase it. would 
seem to conirast favourably with the 
conlinuing development of nuclear 
weapons, none of which are 
defensive.

It is not necessary to subscribe 1o 
theories of MAD (muiual assured 
destrucüion) 10 concede that the 
balance between the su! wers 
has been a restraining ifiuence on 
them both. If ihe USA can now, by 
ils superior technology. make itself 
immune 1o avack or counter-attack, 
it will be able to put into practice the 
threats made by its leaders in recent 
yrars. to fight and win a nuclear war. 

1ı is because of this danger that 
the two Powers agreed not lo 
develop defences against ICBM 
anack {with the exception of their 
two capital cities) and also 
not to extend the nuclear ams race 
into space. By announcing bis 
intention to ignore these imitations 
President Reagan is giving the 
Russian leaders no oplion but to 
follow the American lead and devole 
every effort t0 catching up and 
keeping pace. just as they did wih 
nuclear weapons in the late 1940s. 
This enormously coslly programme 
for both the USA and USSR will 
make none of lus safer and put 
Europe in parücular peril. 

We can only hope that the 
American people will repudiate this 
reckless and destructive policy and 
thal America will seek safely and 
security in the only way that makes 
sense — by The reduction and 
withdrawal of nuclear weapons.

monotechnic insliluiions. 

Secondly, what on earth is meant 
by the statement that students 
qualify “almosı automatically” so 
long as they reach the academic 
standard? All students have to pass a 
final teaching practice after some- 
thing like 10-2 weeks’ experience in 
the course as a whole. One might 
argue that the time was not enough, 


or that il was an artificial experi- 


ence, but negligible it was not. It was 
10 remedy certain admitted defecls 
that it was proposed 1o strengthen 
1he probationary period under 
experienced teacher-lutors and some 
well founded experiments were 
carried ouL What happened to 
those? I.think they were axed. 

The most genuine point raised by 
your leader is a1 the end. If teachers 
are to meet the changing demands of 
the schools, and if Sir Keith Joseph 
is really going 10 abandon the 
present flexible system in favour of a 
limited recognition of competence 
for certain age ranges and subjects, 
much more will have to be spent on 
in-service training. This would be 
true, too, if new blood in the form of 
teachers with recent relevant experi- 
ence were to be fed into the system, 
for a good primary teacher iS not 
necessarily a good trainer of primary 
teachers. 

Finally, i1 i§ ingenuous, 1o say the 
least, to knock institutions for six, as 
has been done to the teacher- 
training institutions in the last 10 
years and then complain that they 
have not been innovators. Survival, 
not innovalion, has been the name 
of the game. It was the tough but 
hopeful a1mosphere of 1he sixties 
that spawned innovation. 

I wish that I could belicve that the 
sympathetic atmosphere and hard 
cash that were available then would 
be provided now.

Fron Dr Chritophcr Pallis 
Sir, There is sill much confusion, Î 
am afraid, when ıhe media address 
the issue of death. Your repori 
(March 24) thal Air James Davey 
died “after 11 days on a life-supporl 
system". vconyoincd 1o commenls 
that he had. by then, becan “clinically 
dead” [or i1 days can hardly haıe 
helped your readers. 
Shorlly after he had bcen admit- 
1ed 1o the Coventry and Warwich- 
shire Hospital Mr Davey was found 
10 show 1he physical signs of a dead 
brainstem. From that poinl on he 


«as dead. for death of the brainslem . 


is the necessary and sulificient 
condition of death of lhe brain as a 
whole. and death of the brain means 
deaıh of the indivıdual. 

The xentilalor. aflcr thal, was 
pumping air into a corpse. I1 had 
ceased to be a “life-support system” 
and it is ver misleadıng to refer 1o 
ir as such. Switchıng the machine off 
would not havc been withdrawing 
suppor from someone who was stil 
alive, but ceasing 1o do something 
useless 10 someone «ho was already 
dead. 

The words "clinical death" create 
confusion of a different kind. They 
are sometimes used to denole ã stale 
in which the brainstem is irrever- 
sibly desirosed bul ir which 
breathing - and hence a heart beat - 
can. for a while. be driven by a 
machine. The words are mislcading 
for they imply the exisience ol 
scveral kinds of death (“clinical 
death”, “brain death”, “reat death”. 
“cardiac death". ec). 

There is only one kind of human 
death: the irreversible loss of the 
capacity for consciousness. com- 
bined wiıh the irreversible loss of 
ııe capacity to breathe {and hence to 
sustain a spontaneous hear beal). 
4II dealh. in 1his perspective, is 
brainstem death - for the key 
functions that define a human being 
as an independent biological unil are 
subserved by the brainstem. Death. 
thus envisaged. could arise from 
wither evenls within 1he head. or 
from evenls primarily aflecling the 
circulation. A moment's reflcciion 
will show that even cessation of the 
circulation (the “classical” delî- 
nition of death) is only lethal if it 
persisis long enough for the brains- 
tem permanently 10 cease functlion- 
ing. 

May I put in a plea that we cease. 
henceforth, to speak of "life-support 
syslems” when we mean ventilalors 
(which may or may nol be 
supporting life) - and 1hat we slop 
ıalking of “clinical death" when. we 
mean individuals wih a dead 
brainstem? lLlnderslanding 1hese 
complex issues (and drawing the 
conclusions 1hat logically Mow from 
them) would be made much casier if 


we started, calling ,ihings by -tieir

No duplicity

An information alleging an 
offence of driving without due care 
and ariention contrary to section 3 
of the Road Traffic Act 1972 was 
not bad for duplicity where the facts 
revealed two incidents separated by 
a ten-minute interval and two miles 
m distance, witnessed bY two 
different police officers. 

The Queen's Bench Divisional 
Court so held in dismissing an 
appeal by way of case slated by the 
a jL against his conviction by 
the Bumham Justices, Buckingham- 
shire. of driving without due care 
and attention contrary to section 3 
of lhe Road Traffic Act 1972.

LORD JUSTICE GOFF said thar 
an information was preferred by the 
respondenlL, a chief inspector of 
police. against the appellant that on 
April 5.

Famham Road, 
Slough, and Blackpond Road, 
Farnham Royal without due care 
and attention, contrary to seclion 3 
of the Road Traffic Act 1972.

an erratic manner with repeated

Mark Warner. a constable of tbe 
Thames E Police. ied 
appellant driving erratically, a 
Parham Road and followed the 
appellant's car to Blackpond Lane. 
where İt again swerved violenUy. 

The firi incident took place 
between 10.55pm and 11l.15pm on 
April 5. 1982. and the second 
incident between 11.25pm and 
{ 1.30pm on the same date. 

Ii was submitted for the appellant 
that lhe information was bad for 
duplicity. 

The question to be answered was 
that put by the court in R r Jones 
([1974] ICR 310) namely, dîd the 
single count charge more than one 
activity even though that activity 
might involve more than one act?

In allowing an appeal bv a mother 
from an order committing the care 
of four children t0 ihe local 
authority, Lord Justice Cumming- 
Bruce. sitting in the Court of Appeal 
on March 25 with Sir David Cairas, 
said that in family appeals it would 
bc of grcat assistance in a case where 
detailed chronology had 1o be 
grasped by the court if on opening 
the appeal, counsel was in a position 
to tender to the court ã document 
setting out the detailed cironalogy. 


By approvıng thc plans the PLA had 
mot guaranteed that the terminals 
would not interfere with the public 
right of navigation. nor had they 
guaranteed that they would not 
interfere with it more than was 


necessary. 

As lo tlhe measure of damages. to 
maintain the public right of 
navigation Tale & Lyle would have 
been bound 1o0 carry out some 
additional dredging in any event. 
and their damages were the coşt of 
dredging that would have been 
avoided if the terminals had been 
designed to avoid siltation as much 
as possible. They were entitled to 
recover from E CEC 0500, plus 
interest. representing ree quarlers 
of the additional dredging caused by 
thetermimals. 


Lyle could not recover the 
additional cost of dredging required 
1o kecp the raw sugar jclty 
operational. They had themselves 
interfered with the natural flow of 
1he water of lhe Thames when they 
had dredged the channel and berth 
and were not entitled to complain of 
interference with the artificial flow 
that they had {hemselves creat 

Alteraatively. the dredging and 
raw sugar jetly licences had been 
granted afler the approval by the 
PLA of the plans of lhe terminals. 
They were impliedly subject to the 
construction of the terminals in 
accordance with those plans and 
subject to any consequences flowing 
from, the -construction of 1hose 
terminals. 

"Those arguments failcd. The 
channel and the berth dredged for 
1hc purposes of the raw .sugar jetty 
had been authorized works in the 
Thames which by statute the PLA 
had been entitled 1o sanction, The 
public right of navigation extended 
over the channel and berth once 
they had been dredged. 

interference caused by the 
terminals. on the other hand. had 
becn an imterference with the public 
right of navigation that had not 
becn justified by lhe statute under 
which ihe GLC had erccted the 
terminals. Tate & Lyle had suffered 
particular damagc because vessels 
had been prevenicd from plying 
between the main shipping chanael 
and the raw sugar jelty. 

They were entitled to damages for 
the pariicular damage suffered by 
them as a result of the interference 
with the public right of navigation 
unnecessarily caused by the 
tcrminals. 

The PLA had approved the plans 
of the terminals before they had 
granted the raw sugar jetty licences. 
But the terminals. so far as they had 
caused more aa than 2 
n sary. had cçcreal a public 
e The GLC could not 
cscape the consequences of a public 
nuisance merely because i1 had been 
created before Tale & Lyle had 
suffercd damage. 

LORD DIPLOCK said ihat there 
were reasons special to the raw sg 
jelly why be thought thal the G 
were not liable 10 Tate & Lyle for 
the cost of the additional dı ng 
there. Those rcasons were on 
the legal nature of the public right of 
navigation in the tidal waters of the 
Thames.

Dredging licences were granted by 
the PLA for short periods only. and 
a member of lhe public wishing to 
exercise bis public right of 
navigation over a i part of 
the water of the Thames had no 
public right 1o continoc to find at 
ıhat place a depth of water greater 
than it would have been if no 
dredging had taken place Lhere. 

Nor did his Lordship think that 
particular damage arising from the 
choice ofa person as to how he used 
his public, as distinguished from his 
proprietary, rights could in principle 
give rise to a civil cause of action in 
damages against the crealor of the 
public nuisance.

privale right in connexion with the 
depth of the river (com Booth v 
Rartê(1390) LR 15AC 188). 


As 1o public nuisance. the 
construction of the terminals had 
interfered with the public right of 
navigation over the Thames 
between the main shipping channel 
and the jeuies by causing siltation 
on the bed and foreshore of the river 
and in the dredged channel! and 


„ Thal tnterference with be public 
right of navigation had caused 
particular damage to Tate & Lyle. 
An individual who suffered damage 
resulting from a public nuisance 
was. as a general rule. entitled to 
maintain an aclion. 

The GLC and the PLA asserted 
thal in constructing the terminals 
the GLC had been acting in 
pursuance of statutory authortty inl 
the 1962 and 1920 Acts and that the 
combined effect of lhose Acts was tO 
authorize the interference wiih the 
public right of navigation that had 
in fal been caused by_ the 
construction of the terminals. There 
was, therefore, no public nuisance in 
respect of which Tate & Lyle had 
any cause of action, 

Alternatively. hey said. Tale & 
Lyle had no right of action in 
respect of the raw sugar jetty. which 
had been constructed after the plans 
for the terminals had been approved 
and contemporaneously with their 
construcuion. 

The GLC pleaded that if they had 
bcen guily of creating a public 
nuisance they were nevertheless 
excused because 1hcy had been 
authorized by the 1963 Acı 1o carry 
out the operations of which 
complainl was made. They had been 
authorized by statute to construct 
the terminals in accordance with a 
design approved by the PLA and 
not otherwise. 

The defence of statutory aulh- 
oritly 1o an aclion for nuisance had 
been summarised by Lord Wilber- 
force in Alen r Gulf Oil Refining 
Lrd ([I981] AC 1001, 1011). 

In the present case, Parliament 
had authorized the terminals and 
thereby granted immunily from 
ihcir consequences provided Lhal 
1he GLC paid “all reasonable regard 
and care for the interests” of public 
navigalion and for the interests of 
Tale & Lyle liable 1o0 suffer 
particular damage from any inter- 
ference with the right of public 
navigation. 

The GLC submited that their 
only obligauon had been to obtain 
the approval of tlhe PLA. His 
Lordship would be reluctant to find 
that the 1962 Act had the ciffect of 
enabling the GLC negligenUy 1o 
inflict unnecessary damage on the 
public or on any individual 
provided ıhat {he PLA negligently 
or without negligence approved a 
design that causcd lhat damage. 

In his Lordship's opinion. section 
17 of ıhe 1962 Acı relied on by the 
GLC. did not expressly or by 
implication confer immunity on 
them from an action bascd on 
public nuisance in respect of 
damage that was avoidable by “all 
reasonable care and regard for the 
interesls of other persons”, Nor did 
section 50. also relicd on by them. 
relieve them of their duty to design 
the terminals with such reasonable 


care, 

The GLC alternatively submitted 
that the elect of section 50 {3) (a) of 
the 1962 Act was to confer on {hem 
all the immunity cnjoyed by a 
licensee authorized to construct 
works by the PLA under section 243 
of the 1920 AcL 

In his Lordship’s opinion, scction 
50 (3) (a) was not apt to create or 
deem a licence under seclion 243. 
Mlorcover. reading scction 50 as a 
wholc. ıt did not appear to him 
cither api or inicndcd 10 confer 
immunity on the GLC from actions 
bused on public nuisance merely 
because the plan for the (erminals 
required the approval of the PLA 
unless otherwise agreed. 

His Lordship declined 10 construc 
sertion 50 so as lo relieve the GLC 
from any clemeniary duly 1o cause 
no more harm 1han necessary. 

Tater & Lyle“s action inst the 
PLS could only succeed if the PLA 
mM their negligence bore some 
rwsponsibility for the faulty design 
of the termınals. Their Lordships had 
not bern referred to any fact or 
circumstances that should have 
alerted the PLA as to the possibility 
thaı the terminals might unncces- 
sarily cause the unforescen and 
dısasîrous amount of siltalion thal 
had taken place. 

There was nothing that would 
have Justified (hem ın insusling on 
the design bcing submilkcd 1o 
further advice or subjecied 10 tests 
10 derermine the possibie effects of 
the terminals on sıltatron. There was 
nu reason for them to suspec1 that 
the GLC"s consulting engıncers had 
nur produced a desıgn that would 
unls reult m the minımum and 
inevitable amount ofsiltation. 

In hıs Lordship's tew. they were 
nut lable to Tale & Lyle. The 
afproxal of the plans had nol 
continued or adoptcd or otherwise 
made ıhe PLA liable for any 
nuisance created by the terminals. 


Practicability is not a 
matter for justices 


that suitable storage for the foam be 
provided so as lo obviate the risk of 
fire, to be complied with within a 
period of three months.

The siltation caused by the 
terminals had not obstrucicd the 
access from thcir land to the water. 
had not constituted any danger of 
damage lo ihc land and had not 
created any nuisance to lhe occupier 
oF the land. I1 had caused a decrease 
tın the depth of water betwcen Tate 
& Lyles land and the main shipping 
channel. Tate & Lyle claimed thal 
their riparian rights included the 
right to the maintenance of the 
depth of water cxisting before the 
terminals had been constructed. 

It seemed to his Lordship that that 
argument confused private riparian 
rights with the public right of 
navigation 

On principle. he could not accept 
that a riparian owner had any power 
10 object to an alteration to the 
depih of the walter thal did not 
threaten to cause damage to his land 
ûr to inlerfere with his acknowl- 
cdged riparian rights or to cause a 
nuisance Lo the occupier of his land. 

The cfléct of the siltation had 
heen to obstruct the passage of 
vessels betwecn the main shipping 
channcl and Tate & Lylc"s land. 
That obstruction had constituted an 
interfervnce with the public right of 
nnvigalion [or which Tate & Lyle 
had a remedy. but il had not 
constituted an interference with their 
riparian righis, 

In his Lordship"s opinion. Bickctf! 
ı' „Morris ((I§66) LR 1 Se & Div 47) 
was nor authority for ihc prop 
ositıon that a ripanan owner could 
complain of a decrease in the depth 
of water when the only effect of 1hat 
decrease was lo obstrucl the public 
righı of navigation. 

The distinction between private 
riparian rights and the public right 
of navigation was of great irmıpOrt- 
ance with regard 10 the Thames 
because the PLA had statutory 
power to interfere and 10 authorize 
works thal interfered with the public 
right af navigation provided that 
they considered thal they were 
necessary or desirable in the general 
interesls of improving the facililics 
furnished by ihe Thames. 

On the other hand. they were not 
cnliled by statue to interfere with 
tablished riparian or other private 
righıs: 1920 Acl. seclion 307. The 
owner of a riparian tenement could 
object 10 any work carried ouı if the 
work interfered with his riparian 


rights. 

If Tale & Lyle were right 
however. every work that interfered 
with the flow or depth of the waler 
and created an interlerence with the 
public right of navigation mus! also 
he an interference with riparian 
righis and would entitle a riparian 
owner to an injunction or damages. 

The authorities did not support 
that confusion hetween riparian 
righis and he public right of 
navigation. 

In Lıvn r The Fishmongrrs' Co 
({ 1876) | App Cas 662) the works in 
question had interfered with privale 
rıparian nghis. They could nol be 
ustified on he ground thal they 
also interfered with or improved the 
public right of navigation. 

In the present casc. the only 
interference 1hat had been protced 
was Interference with the public 
rıghl of navigation.

canduct ot the defence was such as 
to involve imputations or 
uharacter of the prosecutor of 
proscculion witnesses and that 
accordingly the prosecuton was 
entiled to ask the appellant 
quesions tending to show that he 
had been convicted or charged with 
oflences othcr than the offences 
with which he was then charged. 
namely, the three matters to which 
he had pleaded guilty. 

The judge 100k the view that in 
the light oj what had happened he 
was entitled, as a matter of 
discretion, and irrespective of 
section 1(9 of the 1898 Act, to allow 
the prosccution to ask questions 
about those three matters to which 
pleas of guıfty had been given in 
order 1o show consistency or the 
part of the police officers, and the 
judge expressly admiucd the 
queslion not upon the başış of the 
An. 

The judge was wrong to do so and

only power which he had to alow

in those circumstances there had 
been arî crror in the law in arriving 
at those convictions and they bad to 
be quashed.
